D ay lig ht Say ing D raw backs 


In a literal sense Americans hav e 


awakened these last few weeks to find 


that it is darkest befo re dawn and 


many o f them do n't like it. 


Winter day lig ht sav ing time is less 


than a mo nth o ld and already co n­ 
stituents are sublimating the chill o f 
winter to put the heat o n Co ng ress to 
repeal the measure enacted to co n­ 
serv e energ y . 
Co ng ress passed the law with un­ 
usual alacrity and at the time it 
seemed like a g o o d idea. It still may 
be a g o o d idea. The plan hasn’t been 
in actio n lo ng eno ug h to weig h the 
benefits ag ainst the disadv antag es. 
Oppo nents aren’t waiting , ho wev er. 
The big g est co mplaint centers o n the 
dang er to scho o l children who are 
fo rced to wait fo r a bus o r walk in 
darkness to their classro o ms. Flo rida 
repo rts eig ht children killed in less 
than a mo nth in early mo rning acci­ 
dents co mpared to two fatalities the 
y ear befo re. 
Letters to co ng ressmen also questio n 
whether any tang ible sav ing s hav e 
been and can be achiev ed. 
The bill’s passag e was a direct re­ 
spo nse to President Nix o n’s natio nwide 
address o n No v . 7 in which he called 
fo r y ear ro und day lig ht sav ing as o ne 
means o f cutting do wn o n use o f fuel 
and electricity . The big g est adv antag e 
claimed was that the peak ho ur o f 
ev ening lo ads, fo r which numero us 
electrical g enerato r units hav e had 
to stand by , wo uld be stretched o ut 
o v er a lo ng er and less demanding 
perio d. 


Pro po nents admitted that the sav ­ 
ing s wo uld no t be tremendo us, per­ 
haps o ne o r two per cent, but ev en 
these fig ures, matched ag ainst the ex ­ 
isting energ y crisis, were eno ug h to 
co nv ince big majo rities in bo th ho uses 
to ado pt the no v el plan. 
The Senate passed the leg islatio n by 
a 68 to 1 0 marg in and the Ho use did 
likewise by 3 1 1 to 8 8 . 
But when children's liv es appear to 
be at stake, it beco mes a hig hly emo ­ 
tio nal issue and Co ng ress in the nex t 
few weeks will hav e to face up to it. 
The situatio n at best is v ery delicate. 
Parents are aro used by the seeming 
dang ers to which the y o ung sters are 
ex po sed but there are no repo rts o f the 
trag edies in Flo rida hav ing been dupli­ 
cated elsewhere. 
One pro blem that Co ng ress has to 
wrestle with is whether it can so 
abruptly do an abo ut-face at a time 
when co nfidence in natio nal leadership 
appears slim. 
The Natio nal Safety Co uncil is po ll­ 
ing states o n their accident reco rds 
and the Co uncil’s finding s co uld in­ 
fluence the thinking o f the leg islato rs 
but as o f no w the law seems destined 
to stay o n the bo o ks until its sched­ 
uled ex piratio n date in April o f 1 97 5. 
Hard ev idence still is lacking and to o

Ulster County’s senior citi­ 
zens can have their blood pres­ 
sure checked free of charge at 
six 
locations 
throughout 
the 
county, according to announce­ 
ment made today by Dr. Bar 
tholomew 
J. 
Dutto. 
Health 
Commissioner. 
"We hope to bring the Health 
Department a little closer to 
the people.” he said, adding 
that the blood pressure screen 
ing program for senior citizens 
is but one of the programs be­ 
ing 
inaugurated 
with 
that 
thought in mind. 
Blood pressure is one of the 
biggest concerns for the elder 
ly. he explained, saying that it 
is sometimes difficult for older 
citizens to get an appointment 
with their doctor when they 
suddenly feel upset or are oc 
casionally in need of immedi­ 
ate help. 
We don t want to compete 
with physicians in private prac­ 
tice. 
Dr. Dutto said, pointing 
out that the clinics would only 
offer blood pressure readings 
but no treatment. "If it is found 
that a person does need treat 
ment. then he or she will he re 
ferred to a physician for such 
.treatment. 
Once detected it can usually 
be controlled with pills, diet, 
exercise and less worry.

Prime 
Minister Edward Heath today 
announced a national election 
for Feb. 28. 
The announcement said Par­ 
liament will be dissolved Fri­ 
day, and the newly elected Par­ 
liament will convene March 12. 
The decision came two days 
before 
a 
planned 
nationwide 


strike in Britain’s coal mines is 
to begin. 
Heath, as prime minister, is 
leader of the Conservative po­ 
litical party \Vhich controls a 
majority in the 630-seat House 
of Commons. 
With opinion polls indicating 
the country evenly divided for 
and 
against the government, 


Heath fought off election pres­ 
sure for two weeks. 
“ The government has to ac­ 
cept its responsibility to gov­ 
ern,” he declared. “ We shall go 
on doing so,” 
But that was before the min­ 
ers voted overwhelmingly last 
week to expand their slowdown 
into a strike to support their 


demand for pay raises in ex­ 
cess 
of

anti inflation 
ceilings. 
With coal providing 70 per 
cent 
of 
Britain's 
electricity, 
economists predict the walkout 
will put at least 4 million of the 
country's 25 million workers on 
the unemployed 
rolls by the 
end of 
this 
month, 
threaten 


thousands of firms with bank­ 
ruptcy and bring periodic pow­ 
er blackouts to homes. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Anthony Barber, an advocate of 
an election test with the min­ 
ers. indicated Wednesday what 
the 
Conservative 
campaign 
platform would be. 
“ The real issue at stake is 


whether the country is tc be 
governed by the rule of reason, 
the rule of Parliament and the 
rule of democracy." he told the 
House of Commons. 
“ The \ ast majority of people 
in Britain detest the alterna­ 
tive. which ultimately can only 
be chaos, anarchy and a total­ 
itarian or Communist regime." 


He accused the I^bor party of 
“ doing all it can to stir up envy 
and hatred" and of encouraging
